New England Gale Swept. 

Boston, November 14.—The flerce south- 
ern storm which started off the Florida 
coast on Saturday and swept up the At- 
lantic seaboard, passed over the mart- 
time provinces today, and tonight had 
its center off Cape Race, N. F. The storm 
in the provinces, particularly along the 
peninsula of Nova Scotia, was attended 
with terrific gales and an unsually 
low barometer, the glass off Halifax to- 
day showing a mark of 28.6. 

As reports have been received here 
from points along the New England 
coast regarding the ravages of the storm, 
a remarkably small number of marine 
disasters were noted. So far as Known 
tonight, only two vessels: were wrecked, 
the Rockland schooner Arcularius, which 
went ashore off the Tarpaulin Cove 
lighthouse on Naushon Island, and an- 
other Rockland schooner, the Nautilus, 
which broke her back across the New 
Dog Bar breakwater, Gloucester Harbor. 
In neither case was there any loss of 
life. 

One of the most singular effects of 
the gale was reported from Pennellville. 
Maine, where a whale eighty feet long 
was blown ashore. Unable to get back 
into deep water, the great creature lay 
helpless on the beach and a bullet from 
a hunter's rifle ended its life.

High Officials Are Here. 

-Atlania yesterday became the great 
Mecca of the railroad men of the entire 
south, and, while many of the most 
prominent ones arrived yesterday, more 
will arrive today, The Piedmont hotel 
proved to be the mobilizing point, -and 
all morning and afternoon the fovers 
were filled with little groups of two or 
three talking over matters of common 
interest. 

It is known, too; that there was a gen- 
¢ra] conference vesterday, which was 
attended by President Miiton H. Smith, 
of the Louisville and Nashville railway, 
and many others high In the executive 
departments of the many roads they 
represented. What transpired during 
this conference was, of course, kept a 
guarded secret, but it was generally con- 
ceded that the railroads had come to an 
agreement in regard to what they in- 
tended to do at the conference with the 
committee of citizens of Atlanta, ap- 
pointed by Mayor Howell at the request 
of the city council, which will meet in 
joint executive session today. 

It is generally known that the commit- 
tee of Atlanta have already decided as 
to what they consider reasonable in the 
way of adjusting the present freight 
discriminations, and yesterday the gen- 
eral impression was given out that the 
railroads had also come to an under- 
standing as to their side of the matter. 

Altogether, the freight situation in At- 
lanta never looked so hopeful for a fair 
and immediate settlement as it does to- 
day. This is not alone the opinion of 
city officials, but also of the 
men. While these 
not permit their names to be used in any 
way, many of them were willing to state 
impersonally that the situation at pres- 
ent is far more friendly than it ever has 
been, and that there seems to be a 
tendency on both sides to come to a fair 
and friendly understanding in a friend- 
ly way, rather than to resort to the long, 
tedious and expensive method of fighting 
the case through several courts through 
postponements and appeals, 

Not only were the railroad men willing 
to admit this much, but their every ac- 
tion proved that they were ina far more 
friendly mood than on other previous 
mobilizations of the cinder clan.
